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CAPCOM QUITS PINBALL AS 
SEGA DEAL COLLAPSES 


AFTER months of speculation, merger 
discussions between Sega and Capcom's 
respective pinball divisions have finally broken 
down. 

The news confirms Capcom's departure 
from the pinball market and comes one month 
after the company announced it was downsizing 
its pinball division, which saw 90 staff made 
redundant, due to poor conditions in the global 
market. 

Capcom announced that instead of 
pursuing a merger it has decided to restructure 
its business, strengthening its video operations 
and returning all coin-op activities to Sunnydale 
California. 

Capcom Coin-Op president Minoru 
Sasatani and vice president Steve Blattspieler 
retain their current positions and will be based 
in California from March. 

Sega Pinball, however, said that the 
company remained committed to the pinball 
business and would continue trading as normal.

SEGA Enterprises (Japan) says earnings for the 
fiscal year ending March 31st will come in near 
$44.5 million, about half their original 
projections. Part of the problem rests with poor 
sales of 16 bit home games, leading to their 
decision to dispose of their Genesis platform 
and related software, and to include a loss of 
$215 million to the bottom line. On the bright 
side, "both revenue and net income will 
nevertheless show increases over the preceding 
year," reported Japans Game Machine 
magazine. The journal said revenue is expected 
to be up 4% while net income should be up 
0.1%. For the nest fiscal year, Sega expects 
revenue to rise 9.1% and net income to go up 
25.9%. Sega has also announced it will pay $1.9 
billion to acquire Bandai Co., makers of the 
Power Ranger dolls. And here in the USA, Sega 
has announced March 15 as opening day for 
their first GameWorks LBE site with design 
input from motion picture great Steven 
Spielberg. It's located in Seattle, but Sega began 
giving tours of a mockup at Universal Studios 
(LA) in January.

Too often games 
are just put into centres 
with only regular 
customers recognising that 
the game has been 
introduced.

merchandising you can

People will look at the game just because it 
attracts attention. People wantto play the game. 

While merchandising can cost a lot of 
money there are ways to make it look 
professional for little cost, or you can hire a 


professional window dresser that will do the 
job. The extra cost of merchandising is quickly 
returned through the increased turnover of that 
game.
